2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Applicant has cancelled claims 4, 6-8, 30 and amended claims 1-3, 5, 9-29. 
Upon further consideration and comparison with prior art of record (closest reference, 
Anderson et al. - US 6,522,699), the amended claims 1-3, 5, 9-29 are allowed. 
Particularly, prior art of record, taking individually or collectively, fails to fairly teach 
method and apparatus, as claimed, including the claimed subject matter "modifying a 
clock frequency of the reconfigurable partial response encoder to tune the spectral 
notch", in independent claim 1, and similarly in other independent claims 5, 9, 19, 26 
(claims 2-3, 10-18, 20-25, 27-29 depend therefrom). Thus, claims 1-3, 5, 9-29 are 
found to be novel and unobvious over prior art of record.
